| “There were 72,249 cars of oranges 
and tangerines; 16,479 cars of grape- 
fruit, and 9,437 cars of pears unload- 
ed in sixty-six ranking market cities 
throughout the country last year, ac- 
cording to statistics recently issued by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture,” Mr. 
Irrgang declared: 

“Of this total of 98,165 carlot un- 
loads of these fruits, 2,277 carloads 
were purchased by wholesalers and 
dealers in Baltimore; 8,169 carloads in 
Boston; 8,799 in Chicago; 2,440 in Cin- 
cinnati; 3,143 in Cleveland; 4,112 in 
Detroit; 27,575 in New York City; 8,-

No fact was too trivial for my con- 
scientious research men to unearth. 
In fact, I doubt if as many trivial- 
ities were ever brought to light be- 
fore. Here they are, listed in the same 
order in which they were dug up: 

In the 34-year history of the series 
no team, either winning or losing, has 
had a stuffed cheetah for a mas- 
cot. The nearest approach was in 1919 
when one of the contenders had sev- 
eral live “cheaters” on its squad. 


The distance from the home plate

}is 1,596 miles, or almost twice as far 
as it is from Pisco, Peru, to Quaya- 
quil.

President Roosevelt’s Chicago speech 


on peace met with varied reaction in 
foreign countries today—unfavorable 
in Germany, Italy and Japan, hailed 
enthusiastically in China and with re- 
served approval in Great Britain and 
France. 


The British attitude was cne of cur- 
iosity over the extent of action Mr. 
Roosevelt might take to put his sug- 
gestions into effect. The cabinet dis- 
cussed his speech but was not pre- 
pared to take any initiative toward a 
boycott of Japan, leaving such a de- 
cision to the League of Nations. 

Berlin was skeptical of the practical 
value of the President’s speech. 

A Japanese spokesman insisted that 
the Japanese, as “have nots,” are en- 
titled to equal status with the nations 
which “have.”
